REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board and Citizens of Calais: 

In my first report regarding your schools I will say, 
that my work up to date has been little more than obser- 
vation and inspection. Possibly you will be interested to 
know what my results have been. 

I have observed that your schools are on an equal foot- 
ing with any other town that I know of and that in spots 
they excel. The corps of teachers as a whole is good, and 
they are working faithfully for the best interests of your 
children. 

My hobby is a drive on the fundamentals, cutting out 
non-essentials and giving our children a thorough training 
in the common things they need to know for everyday liv- 
ing. 

During Educational week, which was observed by all 
the schools, I had teachers send out special invitations to 
parents to visit school, and the report shows the following 
result. 

There are about seventy five families who have children 
in school and out of this number, twenty three visited the 
schools in that week. If you subtract the visits made in the 
East Calais village school, (19) it would leave only four for 
all the other schools. Parents who visit schools and keep in 
touch with what children and teachers are doing are always 
better satisfied with their school. ‘Try it. 

There are 120 pupils in your schools this year and out 
of that number twenty five are in the eighth grade. 

I have been thinking that somewhere in that valley 
there should be some opportunity for boys and girls to go 
a little further than the eighth grade before leaving home. 
I know you have tried a nine grade in your local school but 
the fine thing to do would be to secure a teacher for a two 
year high school. When you consider that for every stu- 


dent that goes out of town it costs the town sixty dollars, — 


if the whole twenty five should decide to go next year it 
would amount to $1,500 or more than enough to pay for a 
school at home. Think this matter over and if the town 
care to consider the matter I will be glad to confer with you 
and would do all possible to help. )

SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT, CALAIS 


To the School Board and Citizens of Calais. 

In the five months and little more during which I have 
been superintendent of schools I have made fifty-eight 
visits to the eight schools in session and in my judgment 
the work being done by the teachers is very good. Some, 
of course are obtaining better results than others but I 
feel that each one has the interest of her particular school 
at heart and is striving to obtain the best. 

Most of the eight teachers in town have had special 
preparation for teaching in training courses, normal schools 
and summer schools—and most of them have had several 
years of experience previous to this year. It seems that 
conditions are fine, as far as teachers are concerned for a 
splendid year in the schools. 

The school houses are for the most part in fair con- 
dition but many little details could and should be attended 
to during vacation which are only a cause of annoyance to 
the teacher if neglected. 

If we stop to realize that the school houses are the 
buildings in which we are asking the children to spend the 
greater part of their days for thirty-four weeks in the 
year we will, perhaps, give more thought to their comfort 
and health. Then too, neatness and attractiveness in the 
public buildings of the town should not only be emphasized 
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for the example of the. town’s interest in its public institu- 
tions but for the effect upon the children who must be close- 
ly associated with those buildings. Some of the school 
houses in town are not attractive or neat in appearance. 

This, to be brought about, dees not mean so much ex- 
pense as it does cooperation between parents, directors and 
teachers. 

And may I say a word about complaints concerning 
teachers? If we have such against a teacher, is it not 
better to go directly to her, or through a director or the 
superintendent and endeavor to smooth out the difficulty? 
For the good of the teacher and the community of which 
she is for the time-being a member, do not allow rumors to 
start which only get distorted and harm everybody con- 
cerned.
